fast n ig h t broke o u t in th e hog build­ 
ing of the Reid P a ck in g Co.’s p la n t a t 
K a n sa s an d R ailro ad avenues, K a n sa s 
C ity, K as., an d only one sm all build­ 
ing w a s saved, cau sin g a loss of over 
$1,000,000. 
T he flames from the hog building. 
w hich w as w here the fire originated, 
co m m u n icated w ith the engine house 
on the south an d soon w recked the boil­ 
ers an d destroyed th e effectiveness of 
th e co m p an y ’s tire a p p a ra tu s. A d isa s­ 
tro u s explosion w as narrow ly averted 
I v the firemen, who, a t the risk of life, 
> iu d tw en ty barrels of gasoline from 
th e } -hidings. 
F: rn the engine building the fire 
spree, h to five one-story icehouses, each 
200 by 125 feet. 
These w ere rapidly de­ 
voured by the {lames, an d tho four- 
sto ry sto rag e budding, which w as in 
line. fell a prey to the elem ent of d e­ 
struction. T h ere were $100,000 w orth of 
tn e a ts In the b ase m e n t of this building. 
T he fire leaped from room to room and 
re are d an d crackled until the roof fell 
In an d th e flam es sh o t fifty feet in the 
air. 
At this point th e K a n sa s City. Mo.. 
fire df p a rtm o n t w as appealed to for a s ­ 
sista n ce an d six hose com panies and 
tw o engines responded. T h e w a te r to w ­ 
e r from th e A rm o u r P a ck in g com pany 
also assisted. 
At 7:20 o’clock the w est 
w all cf th e hog building fell w ith a 
crash. T h e flam es b u rst over the bridge 
connecting th e storehouse w ith the beef 
b ouse a n d th e bridge burned fiercely. 
T h e firemen tu rn ed their whole a tte n ­ 
tion to sav in g th e beef house an d a 
dozen stre a m s w’ere tu rn ed on to the 
b u rn in g bridge. 
N o th w lth sta n d ln g the stren u o u s e f­ 
fo rts of th e firemen, section a fte r sec­ 
tion of th e bridge w a s p a rtly destroyed 
a n d finally fell to the ground, w hile the 
w ork 
of d estru ctio n 
w’a s completed. 
F in a lly th e beef house ca u g h t fire and 
tho firemen wrere pow erless to s ta y the 
g reed y flam es as they a te th eir way; 
into the building th ro u g h the bridge. 
W hen it w a s seen th e en tire p lan t 
w a s in im m in en t d a n g e r of com plete 
d e stru c tio n m ore aid w as called for and 
th e entire force on the ground w as 
tu rn e d to sa v in g the w arehouse.

sh o rt tim e th e building and contents 
w ere saved an d then the firemen con­ 
c e n tra te d th e ir efforts on th sto rag e 
bouse, w hich w as b u rn in g fiercely.

wind 
com ing 
up caused the 
flam es to b u rn with renew ed fu ry and 
w ithin tw e n ty m in u te s the roof fell in 
an d soon th e re a fte r the south an d w est 
w alls toppled over. 
R ut a little tim e 
elapsed before the building w as a co m ­ 
plete wreck.

w as 
b ro u g h t u n d e r control, but as a heav y 
w ind w as blow ing the firemen w ere kept 
on d u ty lo avoid a n y possibility of the 
fire spreading. 
T he e n tire p la n t is valued a t $600,000, 
w hile the estim a te placed on th e stock 
ra n g e s from $800,000 to $1,000,000. 
T he 
loss on th e buildings destroyed will 
p ro b ab ly reach $400,000 to $500 OOO, and 
t h a t on th e m eats, oil. lard, an d o th er 
p ro d u cts consum ed will b rin g the total 
to over $|,250,000. T h e in su ran c e is a m ­ 
ple to cover th e losses. F o u r m en w ere 
slightly injured.

Li H u n g C hang w as shot in the cheek 
It is believed th a t the wound is not seri­ 
ous.

Sato, the im perial physician, be sent to 
Shimonoseki to a tten d the Chinese com ­ 
missioner. The m inisters of sta te and 
a n u m b er of o th er v ’ficials have visited 
Ll H u n g C h an g an d expressed their 
deep sorrow’ a t the occurrence. E v ery 
precaution has been tak en by the police 
an d m ilitary to prev en t an y trouble.

The incident m ay lead to the b reaking

W a shington, M arch 25.—T he recess of 
the U nited S ta te s S uprem e co u rt te r­ 
m in ates today, b u t as this is the day 
on w hich the court usually h a n d s down 
decisions there are som e who th in k a 
decision m ay be given them on the b i­ 
ome ta x cases. 
It is understood the 
m em bers of th e court have been in con­ 
su ltatio n concerning these cases, an d 
w’hile it would be m ost u n u su al for 
th e m to come to a conclusion on so im ­ 
p o rta n t a m a tte r soon a fte r th** con­ 
clusion of the arg u m e n t, it is suggested 
the exigencies of the g o vernm ent are 
such th a t a special effort will be m ade 
in the present instance. T here a p p e ars 
to be a grow ing belief th a t the law 
will be su stain ed by the co u rt w hen 
th e decision as announced, and m e m ­ 
bers of congress, both am ong those who 
advocated and those who opposed the 
law w hen it w as before congress as a 
p a rt of the tariff bill, generally express 
them selves to this -ffect. T hey ap p ear 
to hold this belief principally on the 
fa ith th a t the court will he loath to in­ 
terfere w ith he prerogaive of th** law ­ 
m aking, to provide m eans of securing 
revenue.

IS “AL” SELLECK. 


RA N AN EN G IN E 38 Y EA R S W IT H 
O UT AN A C C ID EN T. 


He Also Pulled the F irst Train Load of 
Confederate Prisoners T hat W ere 
Transferred Through Chicago to 
Camp Douglas—Sketch of His Life 
On The Rail. 
To a Janesville locomotive engineer 
belongs toe distinction of 
having 
hauled the first train load of confede­ 
ra te prisoners th a t were transferred 
through Chicago to Camp Douglas; and 
having run an engine for thirty-eight 
years w ithout a serious accident. 
A lbert R. Selleck is the man. 
Mr. Selleck lives a t 213 W est Bluff 
street, and has m ade Janesville his 
hom e for m any years. 
The Chicago 
In te r Ocean of this m orning gives his 
railroad history as follows: 
Among the first confederate prison­ 
ers th a t w ere sent north during the 
opening year of 
the rebellion w ere 
several hundred th a t were quartered 
for a tim e a t Madison, Wis. 
They 
w ere afterw ard transferred to Camp 
Douglas. A lbert R. Selleck, th e engin 
eer of th e Chicago Sc N orthw estern 
railw ay who ran the tra in carrying 
th e prisoners from this to Camp Doug­ 
las, still rem ains in the employ of the 
company. 
“ I rem em ber the incident w ell,”said 
th e engineer. 
“ The prisoners were 
b ro u g h t from M adison and transferred 
here for the camp. T here were sixteen 
or eighteen freig h t cars in which they 
w ere locked, w ith tw o guards for each 
car. 
I pulled them over to Camp 
Douglas, b u t for some reason the off! 
cor in com mand would not receive 
them 
th a t 
night. 
So 
they 
had 
to 
be 
brought 
back 
and 
the 
tra in 
was 
sidetracked 
in 
the 
yards for the night. 
The following 
day they were taken out of the cars 
and m arched across th e city to the 
cam p. 
I should have felt m ore pity 
for th e poor fellows if it h ad n ’t been 
th a t I came in for a good share of the 
roasting w ith w hich they 
favored 
every one th a t cam e in contact w ith 
them . 
I never received such abuse 
and tongue lashing before or since. 
I t was raining 
hard th a t n ig h t and 
th e ir quarters in the box cars were 
an y th in g b u t com fortable. 
As I re 
m em ber, m ost of the prisoners were 
boys and old men, and a more ragged 
lo t you could n et im agine. 
H alf of 
them were sick, too, b u t th eir spirits 
rem ained unbroken and they gloried 
in suffering for the cause." 
Al Selleck is the oldest engineer of 
th e Chicago and N orthw estern com 
pany on th e W isconsin division. Born 
m Cayuga county, New York, in 1838, 
h e came west w ith his parents, 
who 
settled a t Kenosha, W is., w hen he 
w as four years old. It w as not known 
as Kenosha then, b u t 
w as 
called 
Southport. 
W hen he w as nineteen 
years old, Selleck secured a firem an’s 
position. 
In a year and a half he was 
advanced to engineer, 
and ran bis 
first engine out of Chicago in 
1858, 
thirty-seven years ago. 
F irem au A w ay B ack In 1857. 
“ My first job on the road w as th a t 
of fireman in 1857,’' said Selleck, as 
he sat in th e cab of his big Schenec­ 
tad y engine, 
No. G25, w aiting for 
th e 
signal 
to 
pull 
out for Jan es­ 
ville. 
“ There was a stretch of road about 
tw enty-eight miles long running from 
Fond du Lac to M innesota Juuction. 
I t was called th e Chicago. St. 
Paul 
and Fond du Lac, and had ju st been 
charged then from w hat w as know n 
as th e old Rock River Valley road. 
It 
is now a portion of the Chicago and 
N orthw estern system . 
So you see I 
started practically w ith the N orth­ 
w estern people and have been w ith 
them ever since. 
I fired 
the 
first 
sw itch engine on the road a t Fond du 
Lac. 
la eighteen m onths I was given 
an engine on the passenger from Chi­ 
cago to Janesville, and here I am yet 
a fte r thirty-seven years.” 
One would hardly im agine th a t the 
engineer had seen so many years of 
hard service. His 57 years rest lightly 
upon him , and his brow n hair, mus­ 
tache and im perial of the sam e color 
show ju st th e slightest trace of gray. 
S talw art in physique, straig h t as an 
ath lete, and bronzed as a cowboy, he 
looks on life's shifting scenes out of 
w arm blue eyes th a t do n ot belie the 
kindly disposision th a t lies behind. 
“ Have 
you 
had 
any accidents 
lately?” was asked. 
“ Do you see th a t? ” pointing 
to 
w here his foot rested, w here th e door 
of the cab appeared to be badly splin­ 
tered and torn up. 
“ My foot was 
restin g on th a t very spot the 13th of 
la st m onth when the side rod broke 
and sm ashed up through the floor. 
It 
knocked off the whole side of th e cab 
b u t some way I escaped w ith only 
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slight shaking up. 
My firem an, W ill 
Brown, w as not so fortunate, as a 
piece of casting struck him below the 
knee and cnt him so badly th a t he 
only got back to w ork this week. 


H ail H ad H is Share o f W recks. 
“ Have you been in m any wrecks?” 
“ Well, yes,I m ust adm it th a t I have 
had my share. 
I have been in collis­ 
ions, have rolled over w ith my engine 
twice, have had a firem an killed be­ 
side me, have had a

ditched behind me, b u t through it all 
I have by some hook or crook escaped 
w ithout a scratch. 
“ It was six years ago th a t my fire­ 
m an was killed. 
It occurred out a t 
Carey Station, 111., coming into Chi­ 
cago upon the same train I am ru n ­ 
ning now. 
The section hand had ju st 
put in a new sw itch there b u t had 
not yet changed th e targ et. 
They 
had turned the sw itch for the side 
track to see if it w as all rig h t, and 
had forgot and left it th a t way, 
The 
men w ere a t w ork on the track tam p 
ing the ties and did not notice the 
danger. 
As the old ta rg e t showed a 
clear track I had not th o u g h t of any­ 
th in g w rong until I w as rig h t a t the 
sw itch. 
I had barely tim e to reverse 
and throw the engineer’s valve when 
we were onto the side track and 
sm ashed into loaded freight cars stand 
ing there. 
The firem an undertook to 
jum p, but ju st as he got into the gang­ 
way the crash came. 
He was caught 
betw een the tender and the cab and 
his left leg was cut off a t the thigh 
atm ost as if by a knife. 
He lived 
about three hours. 
Poor Dave K irk­ 
wood; he was a bright, 
whole-souled 
young fellow, and had been w ith me 
about a year and a half. 
I stuck to 
the cab m yself—because I couldn’t do 
anything else, I suppose—and was not 
injured. 
The airbrakes had worked 
to perfection, and the speed had been 
checked a good deal, so! th a t th e en ­ 
gine w as not very badly wrecked. 
E n gin e T urned O ver W ith H im . 
“ The first tim e my engine turned 
over w ith me was w hen I was on the 
St. Paul run, about tw elve years ago. 
Went off a sw itch th a t tim e, and go­ 
ing like old H arry. 
It happened a t 
Montrose. 
T h at was th e nam e of the 
station then, but it is now called May 
fair Junction. The sw itch was w rong 
and it was supposed a t the tim e th a t I 
did not see it, b u t it was afterw ard 
proved different. 
A trackm an had 
been using 
the sw itch, in shifting 
some 
cars of 
oil 
to 
th e 
side 
track 
and 
had 
forgotten 
and 
left it open. 
W hen he saw the pas­ 
senger com ing he ran and threw the 
sw itch ju st before I reached it. 
But 
it happened th a t one of his men, tee­ 
ing th e sw itch left open, had taken it 
upon him self to close it. 
A t the in ­ 
vestigation which fellowed th e wreck 
all th a t I could say was the sw itch 
was closed, b u t ju st as I got to it I 
found it w as open. 
It was assumed 
th a t I was m istaken in my first look. 
It w as not u n til one of the men who 
knew the circum stances fell o at w ith 
his bo6B over a year after and came to 
me w ith the tru th th a t I really knew 
myself how it happened as it did. 
I 
should have told M aster M echanic T il­ 
den about it in order to square myself 
w ith him for w hat he alw ays pre>utned 
was a piece of 
carelessness on my 
part, b u t he died the very week th a t I 
learned the tru th , and I never said 
anything about it to others." 
“ You haven’t said how you came 
out of the accident,” was sjggested. 
“ Why, I came out of it ju st as out of 
all others— w ithout a scratch. 
The 
engine, tender and tw o cars w ent off. 
I stuck to my post because I had to, 
and rolled over w ith her. 
The fire­ 
man jum ped, split his kneecap, and 
was laid up for some tim e. 
The cab 
was stripped from her, and the rear 
end of the tan k was around by the 
sm okestack w hen she stopped. I don’t 
know how I got out. 
I only know 
th a t I did, and w ithout a bruise. 
T w o P ecu lia r E scapes. 
“ I have had two very peculiar es­ 
capes. 
One occurred seme 
tw enty 
years ago. 
I don’t recall the exact 
date now, but it was a t the tim e of 
the biggest general w ashout th at had 
been know n in many years. My regu­ 
ar run was to leave a t 9 o'clock at 
night. 
But H ank M orris w anted to 
stay in tow n th a t day and asked me 
to take his train o at a t 9 o’clock in 
the m orning. 
Ju st to accommodate 
[lim I did so. 
It had been storm ing 
for three or four days, b u t the worst 
of it came on afte r nightfall. 
It 
washed out ab rid g e a t Law rence, 111., 
and of course flank w ent into it. 
It 
was nothing b u t a creek ordinarily, 
b ut 
was 
a 
sea 
th a t 
night. 
The 
firem an 
was 
throw n 
into 
th e 
w ater 
and 
escaped 
w ith b u t a few bruises, b u t H ank 
M orris w ent down w ith the engine 
It w as on my regular run, 
and had 
not fortune or fate put th e other man 
on my run for th a t particular n ig h t I 
would not be here to tell the tory. 
T h at was a fearful n ig h t for th e boys 
on the road. 
T he N orthw estern lost 
five men th a t n ig h t a t three different 
places. 
“ A nother tim e th a t I had a narrow 
escape w as some tim e 
before 
the 
w ashout. 
I had th e n ig h t ru n and 
‘Y ank’ W ellington w anted to stay in 
tow n one day, so I changed runs w ith 
him. 
T h at night, up in Wisconsin, 
ju st beyond Sharon station, his engine 
rode the rail and he was throw n over 
th e fence. 
It w as a long tim e before 
he w as out again and he never worked 
much after that. 
E ntire T rain in T h e D itch . 
I”' 
“ I have been very fortunate in the 
m atter of not h ittin g people on the 
track. 
I believe th a t in the thirty- 
seven years th a t I have been running 
an engine I have killed but three men. 
I had my train go into the ditch once 
behind me and tu rn over, b u t I got off 
pretty w ell in th a t also. L et me see. 
I don’t rem em ber the exact date, b u t 
it was tw elve or fourteen years ago.

The cochineal insect is a fat, dark, 
spherical little creature, looking like 
a black cu rran t and with neither 
head, legs, nor tail, to the casual ob­ 
server. 
In fact he is so inanim ate 
th a t one may crush him between fin­ 
ger and thum b w ithout any qualms of 
conscience. He is nothing but a black 
currant, sure enough, though 
the 
bright carm ine or lake exusion from 
his body which serves him for blood 
and us for dye, is a better color than 
the juice of the currant. 
It was the cultivation of 
these 
pleasant 
little 
individuals 
which, 
more than a score of years ago, put 
no less than forty per cent perannum 
upon investm ents into the pockets of 
the cultivators. 
Such prosperity was 
too good to la s t 
The insect was not introduced into 
Teneriffe until 1825, and for a time it 
could not be encouraged to propagate 
successfully’. 
A priest had the honor 
of being the discoverer of the rig h t 
method of nurture,and to him it is due 
th a t from 1845 to ISM an annual crop 
of from 2,1)1)0,000 to 6,000,000 pounds 
of cochineal was produced. 
A cochineal plantation has a singu­ 
lar aspect. 
The larvae, being very 
delicate 
and 
rath er 
thick-witted, 
have to be tied upon tile cactus plant, 
which is to be their nursery and their 
nourishm ent at the same time. 
Thus 
one sees hundreds of the shoots of the 
prickly’ pear—the cactus in question—- 
all bandaged with white linen, as if 
they had the toothache. 
In this way the insects are kept 
w arm and dry during the winter, and 
induced to adhere to the plant itself. 
When they are full grow n they are 
ruthlessly sw ept from their pricky 
quarters, shaken or baked to death, 
and dried in the sun. 
The shriveled 
corpses are then packed in bags and 
sold as ripe merchandise at about $23 
a hundred weight.

THE BALLOT. 


A G row ing In d u stry o f 
R a isin g 
T hem

The practice of raising good fish for 
m arket has become of late a very- 
profitable industry, and in some parts 
of the country is being carried out on 
an extensive scale. 
The equipm ent of a fish farm, as it 
is called, is a v«ry simple an inexpen­ 
sive operation. Land which would be 
valueless for ordinary’ farm ing may be 
used for the purpose, the only require­ 
m ent being a plentiful supply of good 
running water. 
The best site for a 
fish farm is a hilly’ or m ountainous 
district w here the w ater runs swiftly 
and is interrupted by w aterfalls, since 
this serves to aerate and refresh the 
water. 
The fish farms are usual­ 
ly 
provided 
w ith 
three 
ponds, 
each of which is reserved for fish 
of about the same size. 
As the fish 
grow they are changed from one pond 
to another. The fry is usually bought 
at the state or other hatchery aud 
placed in the first pond. 
The food 
for the fish is the principal expense. 
There are a variety’ of prepared fish 
foods on the m arket, bu t it has been 
found th a t the fish fed w ith the pre­ 
pared food have a decidedly beefy 
flavor. A plan very generally adopted 
is th a t of planting the ponds with an 
abundance of fresh w ater shrimp. 
These grow very quickly and soon 
provide a plentiful supply of whole­ 
some food. 
It will be seen th a t the fish require 
little attention, and the consequent 
income from such a crop is almost 
clear profit- 
la the season the pro­ 
duct of fish farms sells in the m ark et 
at SI a pound, and out of season, if 
the sale be perm itted by law, a much 
high* c price may bs realized.

The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who may issue another in its 
stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes time is allowed in 
booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in making his 
ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must no be 
hown so that any person can see how it is marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it 
should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so the printed endorsements and sig­ 
natures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
The voter should pass out of the 
booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, and pass out of the voting- 
lace. 
A voter, who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read, or by rea­ 
son of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have the assistance of one or 
two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter. 
The presiding officer may 
idminister an oath, in his discretion, as to such porson’s disability.

Decide W ho the Nominees Will Be 
and If that Body Is Composed of 
Good Men the Result Will Be E n­ 
tirely Satisfactory. 


The republican caucuses will be 
held at the various places assigned for 
the meetings at 7:30 tonight 
and in 
this connection The Gazette wishes to 
say a few words about slate-making: 
The practice of m aking slates or a t­ 
tem pting to control caucuses by elect­ 
ing lists of delegates selected by can­ 
didates in their own interests, is one 
of the most pernicious connected with 
the caucus system. 
This is especially 
true concerning the office of mayor, 
an office, 
when the 
party should 
always seek the man and where party 
preferm ent is of more vital import­ 
ance th an personal ambition. 
The republican party presents this 
year four names th a t have been prom­ 
inently mentioned in connection with 
the officeof mayor, John Thoroughgood, 
C. D. Child, W. T. Vankirk and John 
M. W hitehead, all good men and all 
good republicans. 
These gentlem en 
have 
individually expressed them ­ 
selves as willing to be perfectly satis­ 
fied with the action or the convention. 
If they are all dropped and a new 
n an selected, they will all submit to 
the judgm ent cf the party without 
complaint. 
If one of them is nominated the 
other three will subm it just as grace­ 
fully. 
This is the rigut spirit and 
should prevail in all contests. 
The Gazette does not doubt but 
th a t these gentlem en are honest in 
their statem ent, and taking them at 
their word will suggest to the republi­ 
can voters th a t there is but one wise 
course to pursue, and th a t is to attend 
the caucuses tonight in force, 
and 
elect one at a time, a list of delegates 
to the convention, th a t are unpledged 
and uninstructed.
